City mulls 
bottle ban 

Only tap water eyed for hall

Bottled water has already 
been dropped by one 
Canadian city and others 
are considering similar 
moves — including HRM. 

The Globe and Mail re¬ 
ported city council in Lon¬ 
don, Ont., recently voted to 
eliminate sales of bottled 
water at arenas, community 
centres and all other city- 
run facilities. 

Bottled water has become 
the subject of environment 
scorn because it is seen as 
needlessly wasteful and de¬ 
structive to the planet. 

“In the overall pantheon 
of consumer products it’s 
one of the worst when it 
comes to a big environmen¬ 
tal footprint and producing 
a lot of greenhouse gases,” 
said Raymond Plourde of 
the Ecology Action Centre. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said 
he’s been in talks with staff 
about cutting bottled water 
out of city hall and other 
buildings, but says the city 
doesn’t have much to do 
with bottled water to begin 
with. 

“We don’t supply water 
to very many locations,” 
said Kelly. “We’ve been talk¬ 
ing about it the last few 
weeks about having it done

to city hall. Staff is looking 
into it.” 

Kelly said beyond that, 
the municipality just does¬ 
n’t have the authority to 
stop anyone from selling 
bottled water. A spokesman 
for the province said they 
have no plans to change 
their approach, but they do 
encourage people to reduce 
usage and recycle. 

Plourde at the Ecology 
Action Centre said the 
important thing is 
to kill the fad of 
unnecessarily 
buying water. 

He said Canada 
has perhaps 
the highest- 
quality water 
supplies in the 
world. 

“I’d like to see 
people be more 
aware of the huge 
environmental footprint 
that that bottle of water 
represents, and to make a 
smart choice,” he said.

at least eight glasses of wa¬ 
ter or other liquids a day 
and getting enough rest.

Metro Transit passengers becoming more aware of new program

Metro Transit officials 
have kept fairly quiet 
about it, but for the past 
month riders have reaped 
the benefits of a new, 
cash-saving transfer 
system. 

Transfers now have a dai¬ 
ly colour code and riders 
can hop on any bus, in any 
direction, for a duration of 
90 minutes after paying 
their original fare with just 
one transfer. 

“It’s really good for short 
trips and errands and things 
like that,” said Lizette 
Cormier, Metro Transit 
spokesperson. 

The program was 
launched around the mid¬ 
dle of July for the benefit of 
passengers and to make it 
easier for drivers and opera¬ 
tors to identify the transfer 
of the day. 

“It brings passengers in 
and out a lot quicker; it’s 
much more efficient,” 


Cormier said. 

One transit user getting 
on a bus in south-end Hali¬ 
fax yesterday morning was 
thrilled with the new pro¬ 
gram because she could 
pick up groceries and use 
the same transfer to return 
home an hour later without 
paying a second fare. 

Cormier said although 
there hasn’t been a lot of 
advertising for the new sys¬ 
tem, most passengers are 
aware of it. 

“Most of the passengers 
that use the system fre¬ 
quently are very much 
aware of what’s going on,” 
she said. 

One of the reasons for the 
change was, of course, to 
entice Haligonians into rid¬ 
ing the bus. 

“We’re always looking to 
get new passengers,” 
Cormier said. 

Cormier couldn’t answer 
how much money Metro 
Transit was losing because 
of the new system, but she 
said there are no plans to in¬ 
crease fares anytime soon.

The award was announced in the July issue of the magazine, metro Halifax 


Future of schools online: Think-tank

You can go to Harvard in 
Hubbards, and to Princeton 
in Pugwash. That’s the way 
of the future in higher edu¬ 
cation, says the head of a 
Halifax think tank. 

“Your physical presence 
on the campus is not re¬ 
quired,” says Charles 
Cirtwill, executive vice- 
president at Atlantic Insti¬ 


tute for Market Studies. 

This alternative approach 
to higher learning, Cirtwill 
calls the “bits and bytes 
model,” isn’t confined to 
the current bricks and mor¬ 
tar model. Internet-based 
lectures and exams, after- 
hours classes and more 
flexible learning is already 
happening at some schools 
and will eventually become 
the most cost-effective way 
to deliver higher education. 

“What’s going to drive it 


now is the fact that we’re 
going to have a demograph¬ 
ic crunch coming 
that is going to result 
in fewer professors, 
we’re going to have 
fewer students, and 
the students are go¬ 
ing to have to be 
working while study¬ 
ing,” Cirtwill said. 

He pointed to the 
market opportunity at 
Mount Saint Vincent Uni¬ 
versity, already a leader in 



distance education in Hali¬ 
fax. “They could deliver fe¬ 
male-oriented post¬ 
secondary education 
to hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of women in 
the United States 
who have no other 
way to access post¬ 
secondary,” Cirtwill 
said. 

“Think of the 
growth the Mount could 
do, the staff they could 
hire, the interesting re¬ 


search projects they could 
fund from delivering online 
education, and not to men¬ 
tion, the difference they 
could have in those 
women’s lives.” 

Cirtwill spoke about the 
issue during a panel at the 
Alliance of Nova Scotia Stu¬ 
dent Associations’ three- 
day conference on higher 
education in Halifax. 

Alex Usher, Educational 
Policy Institute director, 
was also a panelist. He said 


that while there’s room for 
efficiency and greater artic¬ 
ulation between schools, he 
doesn’t see the same revo¬ 
lutionary change on the 
horizon. 

“Universities are finish¬ 
ing schools for our society,” 
Usher said. “I just don’t feel 
it changing. 

"... A lot of what you’re 
learning from (age) 18 to 22 
is about talking to people 
and getting information 
out of them.”

Scientists hoping to solve salmon mystery

fishery It’s long been a 
mystery — lots of salmon 
go out into the ocean, but 
very few come back. 

Now with the beginning 
of a new research project, 
scientists hope to under¬ 
stand within the next few 
years where and why 
salmon are dying off in 
such huge numbers at sea, 
and maybe reveal a way to 
prevent fish stocks from 
collapsing. 

The Ocean Tracking Net¬ 
work plans to build a 180- 


lcm line on the ocean floor 
from Nova Scotia to the 
edge of the continental 
shelf. Acoustic transmit¬ 
ters attached to the fish al¬ 
low scientists to track mi¬ 
gration patterns. 

Work began when 22 1cm 
of line was laid in May, and 
the first data was collected 


in June. 

“We found that we had 
log-ons from these fish 
we’d tagged from the 
Penobscot River in Maine.” 
said Mike Stokesbury, di¬ 
rector of research for the 
Ocean Tracking Network. 

“(In Maine) for every 140 
fish that swim out to the 
ocean, only one comes 
back.” 

Though not quite as 
drastic, salmon stocks 
have similarly been strug¬ 
gling in much of Southern 
Nova Scotia. But before re¬ 
searchers can discover 
what is killing the fish, 
they need to find out 
where they’re being killed. 
That’s where the value of 
tracking comes in.

Fall election looms 


Dion takes shot at Tories 



• “This (Conservative) government is wracked 
with major ethical problems,” said Liberal 
Leader Stephane Dion yesterday, recalling bro¬ 
ken promises and an RCMP raid on Conserva¬ 
tive headquarters earlier this year related to an 
election-financing scheme. 



With a public exchange of 
taunts and dares, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
and Liberal Leader 
Stephane Dion are sig¬ 
nalling a fall election is all 
but certain.

Harp¬ 
er said yesterday he would 
consult the other parties 
about the likelihood of a 
“productive fall session” 
and contacted Dion’s office 
to set the wheels in mo¬ 
tion.

“The fact of the matter is

Dawn Harper of the 
United States raced to the 
gold in 12.54 seconds, but 
there was no clear silver or 
bronze winners among a 
group of four women who 
trailed her. 

After a couple of min¬ 
utes wait, Australia’s Sally 
McLellan was awarded sil¬ 
ver and Lopes-Schliep, a 
native of Whitby, Ont., 
took bronze with the same 
time of 12.64. 


McLellan and Lopes- 
Schliep, 25, jumped up and 
down hugging each other 
when the result was finally 
flashed up on the screen. 

“It was really close, 
when I saw ‘photo finish.’ I 
was on pins and needles, I 
didn’t know what hap¬ 
pened,” Lopes-Schliep told 
CBC Sports. “All of us just 
dipped for that line. It was 
an intense race and I came 
through and got the third, 
so I’m very pleased.” 

Lopes-Schliep’s medal is 
Canada’s first Olympic ath¬ 
letics medal since the 1996 
Atlanta Games.

10 departures. 

It’s been a long off-sea¬ 
son for the Huskies, who 
last took to the field on 
Nov. 23 at Rogers Centre in 
Toronto in a 28-14 loss to 
the Manitoba Bisons in the 
national final. 

“I can’t wait to get this 
going,” Sumarah said. “The 
off-season goes on and on 
and on, and now it’s like, 
‘OK, let’s get on the field.’ 
With recruiting and eveiy- 
thing in between, you real¬ 
ly look forward to getting 
the season started.” 

All eyes will be on the 
quarterback position when

Based on the same 
platform that underpins 
the Rabbit and Jetta, Volk¬ 
swagen’s Tiguan is a com¬ 
pact five-passenger 
crossover aimed squarely 
at Honda’s CR-V, the Nissan 
Rogue and Toyota’s RAV4. 

Size-wise, the “Tig” is ac¬ 
tually quite compact, look¬ 
ing smaller than a CR-V. 
Blaclced-out door pillars 
help lend a sporty theme 
to its smart styling, while 
all models come with a 
small roof spoiler and 
front fog lamps. 

Inside, the styling takes a 
bit of a turn away from pre¬ 
vious VW efforts by using 
circular vents, knobs and 
other controls rather than 
the squared-off look in the 
company’s Passat, Jetta and 


Touareg models. Material 
use is class leading as well, 
with good ergonomics and 
plenty of useful storage 
spots. Even the front pas¬ 
senger seat folds flat to ac¬ 
commodate long items. 

As with the conventions 
set with the rest of the 
Volkswagen lineup, there 
are three versions of the 
Tiguan: Trendline, Com¬ 
fortline and Highline. 

Trendline is the only ver¬ 
sion available with a six- 
speed manual transmis¬ 
sion and/or front-wheel- 
drive, and starts at 
$27,575.

Driver fatigue called 
'silent killer' on road 


Driving safety experts call 
driver fatigue a silent killer 
and in a sense, that is just 
what it is. 

Fatigue operates in 
much the same way as al¬ 
cohol. Drivers who are 
slightly tired won’t drive 
as well or as safely as those 
who are alert. As tiredness 
increases, mental and 
physical performance 
drops until eventually the 
driver falls asleep. 

Research suggests that 
one in five highway crash¬ 
es are related to driver fa¬ 
tigue, although statistics 
are limited: Drivers who 
are tired are seldom will¬ 
ing to admit it and those 
who crash can be too badly 
injured to recall the events 
leading to the collision. 

But it is clear there are 
far too many crashes aris¬ 
ing from driver fatigue. 

If you feel tired: 

• Act quickly and do not 
tiy to “drive through” the 
fatigue. Turning up the ra¬ 
dio volume and opening 
the window, or turning the 
air conditioner to the cold¬ 
est setting in the hope 
these will keep you awake 
won’t work. 

• If you must continue, 


Staying alert 

Although fatigue is un¬ 
avoidable, especially on long 
road trips, there are a num¬ 
ber of simple steps you can 
take to reduce the problem: 

Get plenty of rest before a 
long journey, and don't drive 
if you feel tired, or unwell. 

Adjust the driver's seat to 
a comfortable upright posi¬ 
tion and adjust the heat- 
ing/air-conditioning to a 
cool, not cold, temperature. 

Try to avoid driving dur¬ 
ing the night when you 
would normally be asleep. 

Get out of your vehicle 
and walk around at the 
breaks, don't just sit in the 
seat. 


find a safe place to stop, 
have a caffeine-rich drink 
and then take a short nap 
for at least 20 minutes. 
This will give the caffeine 
time to get into your sys¬ 
tem and gives you a “pow¬ 
er nap.” You can only do 
this once in a journey — it 
won’t work a second time 
• If you feel more awake 
continue, but bear in mind 
you will have to stop rea¬ 
sonably soon.

A dozen spiritual leaders 
sit in a neat row. Heads 
wrapped in green fabric, 
they chant in harmony; 
their palms drum faster on 
tambourines and the mu¬ 
sic grows more intense. I 
know what lies ahead and 
l*m worried. 

I’m attending a lesser- 
known event that happens 
in the recesses of the 
Kataragama festival, a two- 
weelc long holy gathering 
in Sri Lanka that attracts 
100,000 Hindu, Buddhist 
and Muslim pilgrims. 
Devotees, many of whom 
travel for weeks to get to 
this auspicious city, have 
come to worship and per¬ 
form acts of self-mutila¬ 
tion. 

Seated in a semi-circle 
among the crowd, I watch 
as a man with a long grey 
beard and a white sarong 
wrapped around his waist 
steps up. He starts dancing 
around, slowly working 
himself into a trance. 

Next to a few sticks of 
burning incense, I see a set 
of tools, like something 
out of a medieval tortur¬ 
er’s handbook. He reaches 
for them, preparing to do 
the unfathomable. I recoil

as he takes a knife and 
hammers it into his own 
skull. To the worshippers, 
this a chance to prove their 
complete devotion to God. 

The drums beat faster. 
The man, unfazed by the 
knife poking out of his 
head, reaches for a second 
knife. He hammers the 
sharp end in with a small 
rock. The pain must be ex¬ 
cruciating, but in this 
trance-lilce state of mind, 
he appears to feel nothing. 

He dances around, with 
two knives sticking out of 
his head. I watch trans¬ 
fixed. 


This is one of those ran¬ 
dom travel moments when 
I have to ask myself, “Is 
this really happening?” 

It takes two people to 
pull the knives out of his 
head. Little droplets of 
blood splatter all over his 
white sarong as the music 
crescendos. This isn’t an il¬ 
lusion. This is the real deal. 

A succession of people 
get up to perform a variety 
of gut-wrenching acts. One 
man’s cheek is pierced and 
nailed to a nearby palm 
tree; another man cuts his 
own tongue as if chopping 
up a piece of celery. 


Then a young boy who 
looks about 13 is pulled 
from the crowd. He calmly 
offers his arm, which is 
pierced with a long metal¬ 
lic shard. 

I’m not particularly reli¬ 
gious, and I find it hard to 
understand why people 
would do these things to 
themselves. I learn that 
there can be a variety of 
reasons for such acts — 
voluntary self-punishment, 
proclamation of faith and 
proof of invincibility 
among them. 

It seems that around the 
world, across many major 
faiths and throughout his¬ 
tory, self-mutilation for re¬ 
ligious purposes is a recur¬ 
ring theme. 

An eye-opening experi¬ 
ence, for certain.

end, or even their vacation, to 
travel to the street comer 
where they’re on display, to 
beg passersby to take a quick 
snap of them throwing their 
knitted hat in the air. The 
keen of eye will notice that 
they all celebrate shows that 
were popular from the ’50s to 
the 70s — the heyday of 
boomer primetime pop cul¬ 
ture. 

Toronto has its own TV 
memorial to A1 Waxman, the 
man who played Larry King 


on The King Of Kensington. 
The statue is in Kensington 
Market, appropriately, 
though it’s of Waxman as 
himself, and not in character. 
It’s also unique in that the 
show it commemorates was 
actually filmed in the same 
city where it was set, unlike 
every other TV memorial, in¬ 
cluding the newest to Henry 
Winkler as Arthur “The 
Fonz” Fonzarelli from ABC’s 
Happy Days. 

Milwaukee’s media were 


out in force to cover the un¬ 
veiling, with no less than 
three columns in the Milwau¬ 
kee Journal-Sentinel on the 
significance of the life-sized 
(5’6” — Winkler is not a gi¬ 
ant) statue of The Fonz, 
thumbs up as he delivered 
his trademark catchphrase. (I 
won’t repeat it here — ask 
your dad). TV columnist Tim 
Cuprisin wondered about the 
local inspirations for 
Arnold’s Drive-In and the all- 
American Cunningham fam¬ 
ily, while Jim Stingl followed 
around cast members as they 
visited local points of interest 
(the MillerCoors brewery, the 
Harley-Davidson museum). 

Eugene Cane got the 
bleaker task of comparing 
the bygone setting of the 
show (the late ’50s, theoreti¬ 
cally, though by the end of its 
11-season run it was set in 
some temporal no-man’s 
land) with the grimmer reali¬ 
ties of Milwaukee today. “No¬ 
body worried Joanie would 
come home pregnant be¬ 
cause girls her age didn’t get 
pregnant.” Cane wrote. “The 
Cunninghams lived in the 
city, not the suburbs, and 
they were proud of it.” Sorry 


to quibble, but girls Joanie’s 
age did get pregnant back 
then — I’m living proof of 
that. Milwaukee’s ownership 
of Happy Days with its 
bronze Fonz is touching, but 
the show was only barely 
about Milwaukee, and more 
about the first stages of 


boomer nostalgia for the 
comfortable home life their 
generation’s leading lights 
had so noisily rejected mere 
years before.
